Damage Suits By Farmers. 

But the people complained only 
rarely about the polluted air in 
the grimy town. True, many farm- 
ers filed damage suits against 
American Steel & Wire Co. and 
its parent, the United States Steel 
Corp. Some collected sizable sums 
and others lost. In those instances 
where it won, the company was 
able to establish that fumes from 
the zinc plant alone could not 
have been solely responsible for 
destruction of farm lands, because 
in other parts of Pennsylvania 
there was similar erosion of land.

Badger, commander 
of the western fleet, said the car- 
riers Princeton and Tarawa have 
been recalled from exercises off 
Japan. 

Evacuation Schedule. 

Badger said it was planned to | 
complete the evacuation of Navy 
and marine dependents from North 
China by January. En route to 
Tsingtao from Guam are 1250 ma- 
rines to help remove Americans 
and to protect United States prop- 
erty. 

Badger said the marines would 
be sent anywhere in China—if 
necessary—to safeguard American 
lives and property.

Bell of Pennsylvania, whose 
service coincides with the state 
boundaries, is one of the larger 
units in the A. T. & T. system.

Shift of Power From Business Men to Employes 
U. S. Institutions, Says Economist | 


Will Revise

Sees Capitalism Giving Way]. 


to ‘Laboristic’ State, With 
Working Man Getting High- 
er Living Standards, Includ- 
ing Free Medical Care; De- 
mocracy to Be Strengthened.

EW. major transformations in the 
American community have occurred 
more rapidly than the rise of trade 
unions during the last 15 years. The 
growth of unions means far more than 
the substitution of collective bargaining 
for individual bargaining. It means that 
the United States is gradually shifting from 
a capitalistic community to a “laboristic’”’ 
one—that is, to a community in which 
employes rather than business men are the 
strongest single influence. 
This trend, which was by ho means halted 
by the election of a conservative Congress 


in 1946, has been confirmed by the election } 


of a pro-labor President and Congress in 
1948. 

A community in which employes are the 
principal influence will’ have its own ways. 
of looking at things, its own scale of values, 
its own ideas on- public policies, and, to 
some extent, its own jurisprudence. It will 
also have new and distinctive problems and 
its own ways of dealing with them. Hence, 
the rise of trade unions means that the 
United States stands on the threshold of 
major changes in its economic and political 
institutions. 

There is no doubt that on many issues 
employes are the most influential group in 
the community and that they are growing 
stronger. 

Today, the United States is virtually a 
nation of employes because three out of 
four persons who work for a living are on 
someone else’s payroll. Employes outnum- 
ber stoekholders about five to one. 

The growing influence of employes is 
best. shown by the steadily expanding labor 
legislation of the community. Some of this 
legislation, such as laws prescribing rules 
and standards to protect the safety and 
health of workers and workmen’s compen- 
sation laws, has, of course, been in existence 
for over a generation. 

With the rapid rise fn union membership 
during the last 15 years, the influence of 
employes has been increasing by leaps and 
bounds. It is manifested in the Social Se- 
curity Act, in the Fair Labor Standards 
Act, and most conspicuously of all, in laws 
encouraging employes to organize to bar- 
gain over the price of labor. 


Community Leaders Coming 
From the Ranks of Labor. 


A recent development of great importance 
is the rise of community leaders from the 
ranks of labor. In the past the labor move- 
ment has produced only a few real com- 
munity leaders—that is, men who have had 
influence far beyond the ranks of labor and 
whose ideas have pertained to matters other 
than questions of labor policy. Samuel 
Gompers, John Mitchell and Sidney Hillman 
are examples. Today, the participation of 
trade union officers in community affairs is 
spreading rapidly. 

In scores of places, labor leaders are 
helping to direct Red Cross campaigns, 
Community Chest drives, Government 
savings-bond drives. A few colleges and 
universities now have union officers 
among their regents or trustees. Some 
public corporations have labor directors. 

Trade union leaders are contributing to 
the thinking of the community on a wide 
range of topics outside the field of trade 
unionism. In increasing numbers, for 
example, union speakers are found pre- 
senting papers on questions of business 
administration or public policy before 
meetings of business men, engineers and 
professional managers. The emergence 
of community leaders from the ranks of 
labor means that the country is better 
prepared to deal with its problems and to 
adjust itself to changing conditions. 

The shift of power from business to labor 
confronts the community with many new 
problems of great importance and difficulty. 
Five of these problems are of particular 
importance: 


Right to Belong to Union 
Needs to Be Safeguarded. 


1. The right of individuals to belong to 
trade unions—that is, the right to join a 
union and the right to remain in one. Most 
unions maintain open door, but a few dis- 
criminate against certain racial groups and 
some charge high initiation fees. The con- 
stitutions of some unions permit members 
to be suspended or expelled for such vague 
offenses as “slandering an officer,’ “‘creat- 
ing dissension,” ‘“‘undermining the union 
or working against its interests,” or for 
“action which might injure the labor move- 


councils. 


to the State Labor Relations Board. 

2. Another problem is the nature of the 
bargaining process. Is collective bargain- 
ing to be a mere appeal to power in which 
the stronger party gets the better of the 
deal or is it to be an appeal to principle and 
reason, and an attempt to settle differences 
on the basis of what is fair? Merely set- 
tling wages on the basis of bargaining pow- 
er would cause jobs requiring similar de- 
grees of skill and responsibility and done 
under similar working conditions to be com- 
pensated at. widely differing rates. 

How can collective bargaining be made 
an appeal to principles and evidence? Col- 
lective bargaining must be guided by a 
well-developed body of-thought about the 
economic consequences of different types of 
wage adjustment—a body of thought which 
carries weight with both sides and with the 
public and which, therefore, affects the 
outcome of negotiations and arbitrations. 

3s. The possibility of developing co-opera- 
tion between managements and unions to 
deal with common interests. Many union 
leaders and managers realize that it would 
be a calamity if unions were to do little 
more than represent workers in conflicts of 
interest between themselves and manage- 
ment. Formal co-operation between unions 
and management, however, is not easily ac- 
complished. 


Obstacles in the Way of 
Labor-Management Teamwork. 
Managers fear that it may become the be- 

ginning of interference by unions with 
routine administrative decisions; union 
leaders sometimes fear that co-operation 
with management will be interpreted by the 
rank and file as evidence that the officers 
are not vigilant in representing, the mem- 
bers. Nevertheless, arrangements for co- 
operation between union representatives and 
management are slowly being developed. 

4. The protection of the community 
against interruptions of production which 
jeopardize the health, safety, and eco- 
nomic welfare. It is plain that the com- 
munity cannot tolerate extended stoppages 
or even threats of strikes or lockouts in 
vital industries. But it is not plain what 
the country should do about it. 

. . The most sensible arrangement for deal- 

ing with disputes in vital industries would 
probably be one similar to the agreement 
between the unions and the employers in 
Great ‘Britain to meet the emergency 
caused by the fall of France in 1940, but 
still in effect. 

Under this agreement, the unions and 
the employers refer to the .Minister of 
Labor disputes which cannot be settled 
by collective bargaining or other proc- 
esses. The minister may refer the dispute 
to a national arbitration tribunal. which 
-makes a binding award. 

5. The effect of collective bargaining up- 
on the. price level. During the last hundred 
years, technological progress has had the 
principal affect of raising wages rather than 
reducing. prices. Hourly earnings rose 
about eight-fold between 1840 and 1940 
but the price level changed little. Output 
per man-hour rose about 2 per cent a year. 

In view of the rapid rise of expenditures 
on industrial research, output per man-hour 


is likely to rise more rapidly in the future. 


than in the past—perhaps as much as 3 per 
cents a year. The unions, however, are 
likely to force up wages faster than the 
engineers and managers ‘can raise output per 
man-hour.

This question has already become im- 
portant in other countries where collective 
bargaining has become fairly universal and 
where there has been danger that the wage 
policies of unions might conflict with the 
efforts of the government to control prices. 

In Norway the wage policies of the unions 
have been subordinated to the interests of 
the community in stable prices. In England 
the Labor Government has discouraged 
unions from pressing wage demands “with. 
out at least a corresponding increase in the 
volume of production.”’ 


Two Factors That Explain 
America’s Productive Power. 


Yet the economic meaning of the recent 
election in the United States seems to be 
this: Not only do th. people expect industry 
to produce enough to pay high and steadily 
rising real wagés, but they also expect it 
to produce enough to make p )ssible a large 
defense establishment, aid on an unprece- 
dented scale to Europe and Asia, large 
public works and social welfare program. 

Much still remains to,be done to protect 
people against want. One. serious lack is 
the absence of free medical service and 
the absence of cash sickness and disability 
benefits. It is obviously preposterous that 
anyone should fail to obtain medical serv- 
ice because he is unabfe to pay for it, or 
that he should have to receive medical 
service as charity rather than as a matter 
of right. 

Many people view the shift of power from 
business to employes with misgiving. The 
American economy is the most productive in 
the world. With about 6 per cent of the 
world’s population, it produces between one- 
third and two-fifths of the world’s goods. 

Two outstanding characteristics explain 
the great productivity of the American 
economy. One is the large number of 
business enterprises — about 3,500,000 
outside of agriculture and 6,000,000 in 
agriculture. This means that there are 
millions of places where a new idea may 
be born and where an innovation or ex- 
periment may be authorized.

The other is the opportunity to obtain 
immense rewards by pioneering. These 
rewards have supplied both incentives 
and capital for enterprises to grow from 
small beginnings to huge concerns within 
a generation. 

Employes have fared well under , the 
American economy. Although the amount 
of capital per worker has been rapidly ris- 
ing, the share of the national income going 
to property in the form of profits, personal 
rents and interest has not been increasing. 
It remains to be determined whether a na- 
tion of employes will feel a sufficient stake 
in industrial progress to keep essentially 
unimpaired the conditions which have made 
American industry highly dynamic. 

My guess is' that the help which unions 
are likely to give the community in solving 
its problems will be more important than 
the new problems which unions create. The 
most important fact about the world today 
is the conflict between the philosophy of 
life represented by Russia and the philoso- 
phy which Western Europe and the United 
States have inherited from the Greeks and 
the Anglo-Saxons, 


Unions Are Powerful Ally 

In War Against Communism. 

In this conflict between two philosophies, 
the trade unions are an important ally of 
the West. In the first place, they are an 
effective champion of the idea of the dignity 
of the individual. They have introduced the 
equivalent of civil rights into industry and 
have given workers protection against arbi- 
trary treatment by management. 

In the second place, the rise of trade 
unions and the gradual development of a 
laboristic community opens up to employes 
great opportunities to participate in policy- 
making both in the plant and in the com- 
munity. Russia is gradually creating a com- 
munity in which individuals are vassals of 
the state—a new form of serfdom. Such 
an economy has little chance of holding its 
own in competition with a laboristic econ- 
omy. in which responsibility for decisions 
is widely.dispersed and in which millions 
of employes have a chance to feel that 
they have a stake: in the community. 
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U.S. Seeks to Improvise 


Policy Toward China As 
Chiang Makes Final Stand 


Direct Military Aid Against Advancing Communists Will 
Probably Be Avoided; Control of Asia at Stake, but 
Danger of War With Russia Dictates Restraint; Waste 
of Aid in the Past Counts Against New Plea for Help. 


Far East. 


Through the capture of Mukden, the 
Red crusade has virtually completed the 
conquest of: northern China. Nearly all of 
Manchuria, the Ruhr of the Orient, has been 
added to the previous Soviet bloc of Outer 
Mongolia, Tannu-Tuva and Sinkiang. 

A drive against central China, with the 
strategic city of Nanking as its goal, de- 
veloped this week with an attempt by Gen. 
Chen Yi’s Communist forces to isolate the 
railway stronghold of Suchow. The battle 
seems to be still in full progress, despite 
Nationalist claims of a dramatic victory. 

But the American Embassy 4t Nanking 
has announced that the whole of China, 
except Formosa and Sinkiang, has been put 
on an emergency evacuation basis for 
United States nationals. 


While Secretary of State Marshall and 


and Palestine at the United Nations session 
in Paris, Marxist Chinese commanders 
boasted they would not stop until they had 
mastered the entire country. Chinese in 
Washington were panic-stricken. Some 
urged the immediate appointment of Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur as commander-in-chief 
in China, with authority to use stores of 
surplus military equipment in Japan. 

Others exclaimed that American grants 
of money and army supplies will no longer 
serve, and that Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek’s regime can be sustained only by 
military intervention in force. 


In this crisis, according to responsible 
opinion here, the American Government has 
three choices, The first is direct military 
participation. The second is to write off 
China as a fina! loss and abandon it by 
default to Communism. The last is con- 
tinuance of the policy of ‘“‘watchful wait- 
ing,” implemented by renewed gifts of dol- 
lars and supplies and cheered by hopes that 
“something will turn up.’ There are strong 
indications that the third policy is the one 
likely to be adopted. 


U.S. Position. in Japan 
Might Become Untenable. 


Armed intervention on an adequate 
scale, with, requisite speed, could prob- 
ably save at least central and southern 
China from engulfment in the Commu- 
nist tide. But the contentions against 
that decision are formidable. Would 
Congress :nd American public opinion 
authorize such an expedition? Where, 
for the present, could the Department of 
the Army find 20 or more trained and 
equipped divisions? Would not the 
Chinese populace greet any “invasion”’ 
of foreigners with dangerous hostility? 
And might not the Soviet Unio. inter- 
pret it as a challenge to World War III? 

With American strength thrown off bal- 
ance by a major exertion in the Orient, 
would not the Kremlin seize the opportunity 
to hurl its legions in Europe upon the 
EngHsh Channel?” The United States would 
be compelled to resist. It would then have 
powerful forces engaged at opposite longi- 
tudes of the planet. 

The prospect of surrendering China to 
Communism is equally fearsome. Into the 
Kremlin’s hands would fall an industrious 
and sturdy population of 460,000,000, or 
one-fifth of the world’s population. An ef- 
fort would be undertaken to mobilize 
against the United States their natural re- 
sources and manpower, agricultural, indus- 
trial and military. A Marxist China might 
draw within its orbit Indo-China, Burma, 
Thailand, Malaya and teeming India. To 
this might be added the war potential of 
Japan, where the American position would 


probably beeome untenable.

By a process of elimination, the odds 
appear to be that the American Govern- 
ment will follow a policy of “watchful 
waiting.” ‘That is, it will neither desert 
China nor defend it with United States 
troops, but will in the immediate future | 
trust to time and luck, and support the 
Chungking regime with advice, moral | 
backing, wary sums of dollars and a 
modicum of military supplies. It will re- 
serve, as future events dictate, the choice 
between intervention and withdrawal. 


. Given time, certain favorable contingen- 
cies are possible. Nationalist forces, with 
a numerical advantage of 10 to 1, may after 
all halt the Red columns in their push 
towards the seacoast. Eventually the Com- 
munist party, in a country which is ardent- 
ly nationalist and resentful of alien con- 
trol, may follow Yugoslavia’s example and 
declare its independence of the Cominform. 

But the plan of limited help to China is 
open to the objection that it has been tried 
for years and has failed disastrously. The 
policy of dollar aid has been thoroughly dis- 
credited. Between 1937 and February of 
this year American public and private 
grants to China rose ¢o a total estimated at 
four billion doMerg. But China today is in 
more despera “ye gtraits tha- ever before. 

Influential ¥oiceg have been raised in the 

armed forces against sending further mili- 
tary supplies to China, Its Red brigades 
were equipped partly through seizures 
from ‘Japanese arsenals in Manchuria, and 
lately through shipments from the Skoda 
works in Communist Czechoslovakia. 


But it is notorious tha: a .consider- 
able proportion of their weapons and 
munitions is of United States origin. 
Recently the Communist radio in North 
China thanked Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek for having served as ‘“‘so admirable 
a quartermaster.” He was praised for 
having brought gratifying amounts of 
United States miljtary supplies within 
reach of Communist capture. 

American reluctance against pouring fure 
ther streams of aid into the Chinese sand 
was inflamed by on-the-spot observers like 
General ‘“‘Vinegar Joe” Stilwell, who re. 
corded his opinion that the Kuomintang 
Government was characterized by “greed, 
corruption, favoritism, black marketing, 
trading with the enemy, exorbitant taxa- 
tion, a ruined currency, waste and chaos.” 

That the United States has only itself to 
blame for the dilemma in the Far East is 
contended by another school of critics. Spe- 
cifically they impute China’s tragedy to the 
vainglory of Franklin D. Roosevelt, the ig- 
norance of Harry S. Truman and the obdur- 
acy of George Catl.tt Marshall. But the 
process was not quite that simple. Without 
them, the groundswell of revolution in the 
Orient would have continued to flood, and 
Russia would have persisted in its design of 
absorbing- Manchuria. It can scarcely be 
gainsaid, however, that American diplomacy 
facilitated Communist policy in China. 


Errors at Tehran, Yalta 
Damaged Chiang Kai-shek. 


President Roosevelt went to Tehran and 
Yalta with confidence in his power to 
“charm” Joseph Stalin into becoming a sin- 
cere democrat and good neighbor. Stalin 
left Yalta with an agreement signed by the 
American President and Winston Churchill 
that Russia should retain Outer Mongolia 
as a Soviet dependency,. possess itself of the 
Kuriles and southern Sakhalin, take full 
command of the naval base at Port Arthur, 
assume “pre-eminent interest” in the port 
with 
China, of the Manchurian railroads. 


The Yalta pact was in violation of a pub- 
lic pledge, signed at Cairo by Roosevelt and 
Churchill, that Manchuria would be restored 
to the Chinese Republic. At Yalta Roose- 
velt went sc far as to engage himself to 
“take measures” for obtaining Chiang Kai- 
shek’s concurrence in Russian domination of 
Manchuria. Roosevelt had already laid the 
basis for this concurrence by promising at 
Cairo, behind Churchill’s back, to support 
the Generalissimo in keeping British control 
out of Hong Kong, Canton and Shanghai, 
Today the British are back in Hong Kong, 

In the fall of 1945, President Truman 
asked Gen. Marshall to go ‘o China as his 
personal representative. The instructions 
directed Marshall to bring ‘he civil war to 
an end by reconciling the Chinese National- 
ist Government with Chinese Communists. 

Chiang Kai-shek, at Marshall’s insistence, 
signed an armisticé with the Communists on 
Jan. 10, 1946, but refused to admit Chinese 
Reds into the Government. In his resente- 
ment, Marshall ordered an embargo on mili- 
tary shipments to China. 

The Marshall policy, in effect for more 
than 18 months, proved a calamity to the 
Chinese Republic and to American interests. 
It was seized upon as a boon by the Com-~- 
munists, who took advantage of the respite 
to prepare their current offensive. 

Thus in China, as earlier in Berlin, the 
American people have been maneuvered by 
events and errors of leadership into a dead 
end. In the case of China, as in that of Ber- 
lin, there remains a possibility of seeking 
refuge behind America’s particular Maginot

What About Miss Mier? 


_A Bell Tolling 


‘The Union of South is not so far away 
that we cannot hear old John Donne's bell begin- 
ning to toll there for all of us. -Racial animosi- 
ties are Being so intensified in the Union that 
they may lead to an upheaval with worldwide ef- 
fects. In one way or another, all of us may have 
to pay for the mad dream of a handful of whites 
who want to make themselves the absolute mas- 
ters of millions and millions of native blacks. 

There was a premonitory shudder earlier this 
year when Dr. D. F. Malan’s “Purified National- 
ists” drove old Gen. Smuts out-of office. It was 
thought, however, that because the Malanazis— 
so-called because of their wartime flirtations 
with Hitler—had won only a six-vote margin in 
the parliament, they would not carry out their 
extreme racist policies. But a split in the oppo- 
sition has made the party stronger than it is on 
paper, and it is now utilizing that strength. 

It is moving rapidly to give full effect to its 
doctrine of “Apartheid,” the absolute segregation 
of al] non-whites and their reduction to perma- 
nent serfdom. It does not even seem to occur to 
the Malan regime that this is a dangerous game 
for a small country which has a white population 
of only 2,000,000 arrayed against 8,000,000 non- 
whites, not to mention the overwhelming black 
majority in the rest of the Dark Continent. 

The Malan cabinet, which does not contain 
even one minister of British descent, pushes on 
relentlessly. Its Dutch-descended followers now 
constitute 60 per cent of the white population of 
South Africa. Their birth rate is much higher 
than that of any other white element in the 
country, so they feel that they are the instru- 
ment of destiny. 
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The government’s strongest support. comes 
from South Africa’s orthodox Calvinistic church, 
the church of which Dr. Malan is an ordained 
minister. It calls for “a Christian National Re- 
public based on a real Calvinist foundation.” 
Preaching predestination, it holds that the Afri- 
kaner nation has “the God-ordained mission to 
maintain its identity, superiority and rule.” And 
it condemns the idea of equality, especially for 
natives, as sinful. 

A government with such convictions hardly 
needed the support of the Klan-like Broederbond 
as it banned native trade unions, dropped non- 
whites out of the unemployment insurance sys- 
tem, extended Jim Crow rules, denied the blacks 


the right to work in the more remunerative 


trades, and took from them even their slight 
white representation in the parliament. 

New housing restrictions and other repressive 
measures are being drafted. These are aimed 
not only against the Negroes, but also against 
other non-whites, especially Indians. 

The British, naturally, are worried about all 
this. They are trying to develop other sections 
of Africa through experiments like the huge 
Kenya peanut project. And they are training 
African natives as soldiers—as they and the 
French did during the war—to replace their lost 
Indian regiments. Here South African racism is 
no help. 

But at the recent commonwealth conference, 
Eric Louw, anti-Semitic propagandist and Mal- 
an’s minister for economic development, served 
notice that South Africa would brook no inter- 
ference with its white supremacy program. 

™ ~ ” 

What London will do remains to be seen. It 
also remains to be seen what Washington will do 
when Mr. Louw arrives in this country next year 
in quest of a loan. South Africa does have an 
unfavorable trade balance, and so it is open to 
some pressure. That may give the moderates a 
chance, but at the moment, Jan Hofmeyr, deputy 
to Smuts, is being reviled as a “kaffir brother” 
(nigger lover) for having dared to say that the 
natives ought to have native representation in 
the parliament. 

There are signs, however, that these natives— 
especially the advanced Bantu tribes—have no 
intention of repeating the story of the American 
Indian. Because of Africa’s tropic and sub- 
tropic climate, they have a biological advantage 
over the whites quite aside from the advantage 
of numbers. Also they need no longer fight with 
assegai and straw shield against rifles. Signifi- 
cantly, the Zulu regent gave to the first war- 
trained black regiment the name of “Upu- 
malangi.” That means “The sun is rising.” 

Will the South African racists push their fan- 
aticism to the extreme test? Or will they stop 
short of a bloodbath?

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Talk That SEES Too Soon 


Within four or five days of the election, the 
Associated Press reported that political leaders 
and others had already begun to talk about Adlai 
E. Stevenson, Governor-elect of Illinois, as a 
presidential possibility for 1952. 

This talk has continued. Last Friday, Arthur 
Krock, writing in his widely-read Washington 
column in the New York Times, said: “Quite 
naturally, after such a triumph in the vital state 
of Illinois, Mr. Stevenson is being surveyed as 
a possible presidential candidate of the Demo- 
crats in 1952. If so, then as now, he will not 
require any coat-tail transportation.” 

Such talk, though natural, as Mr> Krock says, 
is unfortunate. It can do much more harm 
than good. It can be a hurt to both Mr. Steven- 
son and his administration as Governor, which 
will not begin for six weeks. 

If the talk persists, there is one man who will 
have to see to it that it does not produce harm- 
ful effects. That man is Adlai Stevenson him- 


self. If the talk turns his head, he will be lost 


before he begins. 

The simple fact is that while he made a strong 
campaign, in which he discussed state issues in- 
telligently and forcefully, Mr. Stevenson is large- 
ly an unknown‘ quantity so far as the public is 
concerned. His good work in UN is no sure 
measure of what he can do in the Governor's 
chair. He will need much more than his talents 
as a diplomat to succeed at Springfield. 

The prospect is that Mr. Stevenson will work 
very hard at the job at being a truly good Gov- 
ernor. That is job enough for him for the next 
four years. If he and the state administration 
which goes in with him clean up the mess and 
set the state government going on a high plane, 
they will find themselves occupied full time. 

One of the things that ruined Dwight H. Green 
was this presidential bug. It bit him so hard 
that he began to run for President even before 
he was inaugurated as Governor. A result was 
that he devoted a vast amount of time to making 
speeches all over the country—time he should 
have spent in seeing fhat the State of Illinois 
had an economical and efficient government. 

Adlai Stevenson, though a Democrat, received 
many thousands of Republican votes. That is 
something for him to keep in mind every day 
he is Governor. These votes went to him for 
one reason and one reason alone: he was their 
hope for cleaning house in Illinois. His com- 
mission from the voters begins in 1949 and cov- 
ers only four years. Let him, with the Legis- 
lature and the people’s help, make them the 
best four years in the history of Illinois. 
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Gen. Cannon on the Air Lift 

Lt. Gen. John Cannon, who commands the 
American Air Force in Europe, says he has no 
doubt whatsoever about the ability of the air lift 
to supply Western Berlin throughout the winter. 
He says that the days lost when planes cannot 
fly because of bad weather will be made up on 
good flying days. 

While this is temporarily reassuring, it should 
not be taken as any solution to the Berlin sup- 
ply problem. At best, the air bridge is a dem- 
onstration to the Russians that the United States 
will make good on its commitments in Germany. 
Obviously, it is not a practical device to be con- 
tinued for years on end. 

Gen. Cannon’s duty is to continue the air lift 
as long as it is needed to supply cold and hun- 
gry human beings. The mission of our UN nego- 
tiators and of Gen. Clay in Berlin is to bring 
the Russians around to ending the blockade. 
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The Success of *“‘Medea’™ 


Near capacity attendance at the performances 
of Medea given at the American Theater seem 
to indicate that the St. Louis public is still re- 
sponsive to the living theater when the quality 
is good enough. The strong interest manifested 
in this production is all the more notable when 
the properties of the classic drama, which it 
so strikingly represents, is compared with the 
conventions of the modern stage. 

Adhering to the unities of time and place, 
the entire action takes place in one day and in 
one setting. Modern audiences are conditioned 
to a greater flexibility. They like, or are sup- 
posed to like, a variety of scenic investiture and 
are not used to the restrictions which make it 
necessary for some of the most important de- 
velopments of the plot to be enacted off-stage. 
Modern “realism” also allows for a mixture of 
motives in its central characters. Medea’s ob- 
session with revenge seems pathological or, at 
the least, unsympathetic, and the whole idea of 
the dominance of a “pure” emotion is at vari- 
ance with the demand for naturalism. 

Another requirement of the naturalistic stage 
is the off-hand, conversational reading of lines. 
Boldness of delivery is likely to be considered 
“hammy.” The reason for this, no doubt, is 
that most modern dialogue is not a translation 
of Euripides. You can’t declaim nonsense at 
the top of your voice. 

The modern audience, therefore, must make 
a quick mental adjustment to grasp the values 
of a play such as “Medea.” The high line of 
Greek tragedy demands something more than 
an easy emotional susceptibility. A play of ‘mind 
is frequently necessary before the modern audi- 
tor can identify himself with the viwpeent of 
the Greek tragic figure. 

It is all the more encouraging then that 
“Medea” has been such a success in St. Louis 
and elsewhere:

Berlin, Dark and Cold 


Sonia Tomara in the New York Herald Tribune 


BERLIN. 

Life in this besieged city has changed 
much in the two months that I have been 
away. The cold has come, causing great 
suffering, It will grow much colder, as 
everyone knows. ‘The specter of winter 
haunts all minds, German, American or 
British, 


Those who had any hope of seeing the 
blockade lifted now know that the Western 
sectors will be supplied through the winter 
only by the air lift. The gray sky which 
lies very low over the city increases tenfold 
the feeling of isolation of Berlin. Less out- 
siders visit it. More westerners leave every 
day. 

The Germans who could go west have 
gone, The 2,200,000 who remain in the west- 
ern sectors are here for better or for worse. 
Police cordons, supervised by the Russians, 
separate them from the surrounding coun- 
try. The air bridge is the only link with 
the outside world. 


Last Hope for Freedom 


I have revisited the German friends 
whom I had left there at the end of the 
summer. Most of them do not complain. 
Some have said: “We have no choice, We 
went through the first and second winters 
after the end of the war almost without 
fuel or light. We shall do so again. If you 
g0, the last hope for freedom will be gone, 
too. Western Berlin, cold, hungry and dark 
as it may seem, is still a dot of light in the 
surrounding darkness.” 


It is dark at 5 p.m. and at Christmas 
time the sun will set at 4. The streets in 
the Western sector are not lighted any 
more and nobody, not even the Americans 
(except the military government offices), 
have electric current before 6 p.m, 


I paid a visit to a German professor. His 
light is on between 2 and 4 in the afternoon 
and 2 and 4 in the night, He works with 
only one candle, which, he say#; lasts him 
two days. 

It is still not clear whether the schools 
will have fuel after Christmas. Pessimists 
say they might be closed for a couple of 
months, If families get 100 pounds of coal 
& person for the whole winter they will be 
lucky. Firewood will also be distributed. 
While all coal is flown in, wéod is cut in 
the Grunewald, which covers parts of the 
British and American sectors. 

The darkness and the cold are the two 
worst aspects of Berlin life today. 

The example of the Chocolate Flyer has 
inspired the whole American colony to give 
the German children of the Western sectors 
a merry Christmas. The American Women’s 
Club is busily collecting chocolate rations, 
toys, warm clothing, shoes which will be 
distributed in children’s hospitals, Hun- 
dreds of parcels and gifts are daily coming 
over the air-bridge from home towns in the 
United States, 


Substitutes for Potatoes 


Indeed, the need for warm clothing. is 
great in Berlin. Very little of it has been 
available since the war and the prices in 
the shops are too high for most purses, 

The food situation is in some ways better 
and in some ways worse than before. We 
cannot bring in potatoes, which are bulky 
and too weighty, and the Russians try to 
plug any leakage of potatoes from their 
zone into Berlin. It is hard to find any sub- 
stitute for potatoes ih the German diet, es- 
pecially as the supplies of cooking gas and 
electrical current are not sufficient to pre- 
pare cereals, To make up for this we have

trebled the ration of fat and doubled the 
ration of sugar. Nevertheless the majority 
of the people look emaciated to anyone 
coming from the Western zone, 


You might wonder now how the people in 
the Soviet sector live. One can still go 
freely into that sector, and subway and ele- 
vated trains circulate between West and 
East. The Americans are, however, discour- 
aged from going into the Soviet realm 
which, unlike ours, is still lit up at night 
and has streetcars and trains running till 
11 p.m. or midnight, whereas our streets 
are dead after 6 p.m. 


Reds Plunder Their Zone 


The Soviet sector is said to be better off 
than the surrounding Soviet zone, because 
the’ Russians flaunt its alleged prosperity 
before the eyes of Western Berliners. 
Dresdeners and Leipzigers will tell you that 
the Soviet zone is being plundered to im- 
prove the lot of Eastern Berlin and to 
tempt Western Berliners to register for 
food and coal rations in the east. 


The fuel and lighting situation is actually 
better in the Soviet sector than in ours. 
The people have been promised 700 pounds 
of coal per family, but it is brown coal 
which burns quicker and gives less heat 
than Ruhr coal, There is current all day 
but the gas has been cut off in some dis- 
tricts fer lack of hard coal at the gas 
works. The fat and sugar rations have been 
upped to be even with ours and potatoes 
are available. 

The people say that the quality of food is 
worse than in our sectors. But the food is 
fresh rather than canned, and all Euro- 
peans hate and distrust canned food. 


The potatoes and the brown coal have 
tempted a number of people living in our 
sectors to register east of the Branden- 
burger Tor. On the other hand, there is a 
constant trickle of Germans from the east- 
ern zone into our island of political free- 
dom, Thus the total population of Berlin 
is in constant flux. It is hard to give an 
exact population figure. We must, however, 
count upon having to feed 2,200,000 mouths. 


Enough Coal for a Month 


As winter sets in and flying conditions 
get daily worse, we have a supply of food 
for 30 days. Our officers responsible for 
the supply of Berlin have no worry about 
food. We shall always be able to bring in 
the 1150 tons needed here daily. The daily 
2200 tons of coal required for public utili- 
ties, food processing and hospitals are 
harder to supply. But here, too, one month’s 
stock has been amassed, 

Sad, depressed and fearful as Berlin ap- 
pears to a visitor from the west, artistic 
and spiritual activity has not yet been ex- 
tinguished in this big city. Over this week- 
end the British sector opera stages “Aida,” 
“Carmen,” “The Bartered Bride” and Fio- 
tow’s “Martha.” Otto Klemperer conducts 
a symphony orchestra, Several churches 
and concert halls, all icy cold, announce 
music by Handel, Bach, Beethoven and 
Brahms. : 

There is fear, however, that all movie and 
theater halls might have to close in the 
coldest winter months for lack of fuel and 
coal. In the Soviet sector the opera and 
the theaters will continue as heretofore, 
drawing large crowds,

DOLF HITLER himself would be amazed if he could know how 

American occupation policy in Germany is taxing the United 

States Treasury and exposing United States citizens—the alleged 
victors—to possible future dangers. 


We Americans could learn some things from the hardboiled and 


realistic French approach—things which would have saved us dollars 
in the past and probably could save us more in the future, And 
things that might provide the world with a sounder assurance against 
the Germans guccumbing to another dictatorship and plunging the 


world into yet another war. 


The writer came to these con- 
clusions after visiting Berlin and 
the principal cities of the three 
western zones of Germany in a 
four-week tour of more than 
miles by car. The writer thinks 
he is in a position now to com- 

e American with French and 
fitish policy, both of which are 
harder nosed. 

It is an indisputable fact that 
the French for three years have 
run their zone of Germany with- 
out it costing France a red cent, 
while the United States has been 
kicking in with hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars. 

How did they do it? By living 
off the land and by boosting ex- 
ports so that they paid for what- 
ever imports were required, By 
French estimate, some 200,000 
Frenchmen (counting wives and 
children) have lived off the land 
—but there still was enough for 
the Germans to eat. 

Unrest Is No Greater. 


The writer can personally tes- 
tify that the Germans do not look 
any worse off in the French than 
in the British and American 
zones. Social unrest has not been 
any greater and Communism is no 
more of a threat than in the 
United States zones. 

(The American. argument al- 
ways has been, “we must be 
lenient with the Germans or they 
will go Communist.” The French 
say, “that, of course, is a danger. 
But we think there is a margin 
to work with. We think you could 
be firmer with the Germans, not 
so easily bamboozled, and still not 
have them go Communist.”) 

Beginning Oct. 1, the French 
stopped living off the land. The 
United States is coughing up $100,- 
000,000 to pay for this change in 
French policy which was induced 
by American policy in Germany. 

French Explain Policy. 

How did the French manage 
to achieve this miracle of an oc- 
cupation where both occupier and 
occupied got fed without it cost- 
ing France anything? This is how 
is was told to the writer by various 


Americans have only 2400 for 18,- 
000,000 Germans. 
Number of Troops. 

In addition, the French say they 
have about 70,000 troops, the Brit- 
ish about 160,000, and the Ameri- 
cans 120,000. 

Americans pride themselves on 
having so few Americans in the 
zone’s military government, But 
perhaps if Americans supervised 
the farms, they would not. have 
had to spend so many millions im- 
porting food. (A French soldier, 
incidentally, costs only about a 
fourth as much as an American 
soldier to maintain in Germany.) 

Moreover, our cutting down on 
American personnel means that 
we are turning over more and 
more powers to the Germans. The 
French think this is premature— 
that you can’t make trustworthy 
followers of democracy in three 
short years of a people who have 
had 12 years of Nazism. And they 
think it is a mistake to give the 
Germans power without responsi- 
bility. This stands to cost Amer- 
ica a pretty penny. For the Ger- 
mans know. that they can count 
on the American taxpayer making 
up their local government deficits. 

The French say it is inexcusable 
to have a deficit in a zone with 
as much industry as exists in the 
Anglo-American zone. They them- 
selves have brought coal produc- 
tion up to about 95 per cent of 
prewar in the Saar, which is now 
economically attached to France. 
The Ruhr under Anglo-American 
control is producing coal at the 
rate of only about 74 per cent of 
prewar. 

French Policy In The Saar. 
In the Saar, the French demon- 
strated the flexibility and realism 
of their policy. This was not a 
case that called for hardboiled 
treatment such as that applied to 
the hoarding farmers. Instead, the 
French started long before the 
Anglo-Americans did in the Ruhr 
to give their Saar coal miners 
preferential treatment in food 
when they saw that was necessary 
to get production up. Then, when 


high-placed French officials: 


this wasn’t enough, they extended 


“Our zone was better off agri- 
culturally than the Ruhr but not 
much better off than your Ameri- 
can zone. We were better bal- 
anced here—no very big cities, 
fewer towns, not so much’ dam- 
age, lighter industry. Also, the 
Germans moved raw materials 
here for safekeeping toward the 
latter part of the war to get them 
away from the heavy bombing in 
the Ruhr. These materials helped 
us to get our export industries 

oin uickly. 

c “Ail pve things helped but 
the most important was tha 
we commercialized our farms bet- 
ter than you did in the American 
zone. We had Alsatians who 
speak both French and German. 
And they know these farms. A 
German could not deceive them 
about how much a farm would 
produce. And when an Alsatian 
gave an order, he shouted it. He 
did not give it softspokenly as 
the Americans do. A German 
understands that it’s an order 
only if it’s shouted. 

Fooled on Food Program. 

“The food that came out in your 
yone after the currency reform 
proves that you were suckers. 
The Bavarian farmers were hoard- 
ing it, even though they knew 
the Germans needed it in the 
Ruhr. They are complete egoists 
—they don’t give a damn for their 
fellow-Germans. You see them in 
Bavaria now with that rolling fat 
German neck they're getting 
again, they have so much to eat. 

“You Americans are too easily 
fooled by the Germans. You are 
too credulous. You don’t know 
the mentality of an occupied peo- 
ple because you have never been 
occupied yourself. It is natural 
that a German will lie to you, 
hoard food, deceive you about his 
budgets and try to make the oc- 
cupation burden as light as pos- 

ible. 

: “When the French, the Yanks 
and the British first came fn, the 
Germans feared us all. It’s all 
very well to talk about freedom 
from fear but you can’t run an 
occupation without it. The Ger- 
mans quickly lost their fear of you 
Americans. You wouldn’t have 
had to hang a couple of peasants. 
If you had only threatened to, 
and made them believe you meant 
it, you would have got the food 


You Americans are generous—too 
generous.

“You are putting too much 
money into Germany. One of your 
officials said in Frankfort the 
other day, ‘We must not take out 
of Germany but we must pour into 
it until we down the: black mar- 
ket.’

the special food allowance to the 
miners’ families, too.

French Stopped Living Off Land. 
Beginning Oct. 1, the French 

quit living off the land in their 

zone. Why? 

This is how the French explain 


“The Americans and the British 
had decided to raise the rations 
of the Germans in their zones to 
around 2500 calories daily. The 
Germans in our zone would make 
a comparison of their lot with the 
better fed Germans in your zones 
and it would be awkward for us. 
So we had to raise our Germans’ 
rations, too. 

“The Americans were assuming 
the obligation of financing the ex- 
tra food required for our zone. 
If we still let our troops live off 
the German land while food was 
brought in for the Germans, it 
would mean that in effect the 
United States was financing our 
troops’ feod. The United States 
could rightfully say, ‘France is 
getting Marshall plan money at 
home. You can’t have it both 
Wways.’” 

So the American taxpayer is 
contributing $100,000,000 of Mar- 
shall plan money to the new ex- 
Ppenses of the French zone and 
$414 million to the Anglo-Ameri- 
can zone. In addition, the United 
States is contributing $730 million 
outside the Marshall plan and 
Britain is contributing $70 million 
for food and medicine in the 
Anglo-American zone. The United 
States total: $1,244,000,000. 

Outlook For Repayment. 

Of course, we are supposed to 
have much of this paid back by 
the Germans when they get on 
their feet again. But if past Ger- 
man performances are any indi- 
cation, we can whistle for it. 

The too heavy financial burden 
we are taking on in Germany, in 
the opinion of the French, is 
only one side of the story, how- 
ever. If we want to toss our 
money around like drunken mil- 
lionaires, well, it’s our money. 
Something which concerns them a 
great deal more, because of its 
dangerous possibilities for future 
security, is the speed with which 
we are pushing democracy onto 
the Germans before

Debate on War 
Tie With Europe 
May Be Historic 

Leaders in Both Par- 


ties to Ask Congress 
for One-for-All 


Treaty.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 (AP). 
ARLY in the new Congress 
members will be asked to de- 
cide whether this nation should

go to war for a friend the instant 
that friend is attacked. 

Debate promises to be historic. 
Never before has this nation been 
willing to say to another nation 
“Your safety is mine.” 

But now, faced with the’ march 
of Communism through Middle 
Europe and the Far East, top 
American leaders in both political 
parties, in the state department 
and in the national defense agency 
have decided to ask Congress to 
pledge aid to five European na- 
tions. 

The five are Britain, France, 
The Netherlands, Belgium and 
Luxembourg — the so-called West- 
ern Union nations. Those nations 
have already pledged a “one-for- 
all” military protection of each 
other. 

The Europeans want Americans 
and Canadians to say “when any 
of us is attacked in the future, all 
of us will gang up immediately.” 
Months. ago both Washington and 
Ottawa began to explore the idea. 
American and Canadian military 
men are sitting in on planning ses- 
sions of the five European nations. 


Nothing Clear in U.S. 

Both State Department men 
and military men have told this 
reporter that nothing is clear in 
Washington at this point except 
that they believe such a pledge 
would be good for this reason: we 
could make war so hard to wage 
as to either delay a potential 
enemy for a long time or stop 
another world war in its tracks. 

Some months ago State Depart- 
ment advisers told the Western 
Union nations to do two things: 
(1) Work out what they could do 
among themselves to put up a 
strong defense and (2) figure out 
what help they would need from 
us and Canada. 

The five nations’ military lead- 
ers have (1) decided to give uni- 
form training to their troops, air 
and Navy men, (2) named a 
single commander, British Field 
Marshall Bernard L. Montgomery, 
(3) begun to plan a joint defense 
policy, (4) listed the supplies they 
can make themselves and what 
they would need from us. 

That shopping list will be pre- 
sented to the new Congress. 

Vandenberg’s Stand. 

Washington experts are uncer- 
tain now the exact shape any 
new American move should take 
on the law books. Senator Arthur 
H. Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan, 
the Republican leader on foreign 
policy, has already said the pledge 
should be made in a treaty, which 
the Senate would have to ratify. 

State Department men think 
there should also be an “enabling 
law” giving the government the 
“go-ahead” and an appropriation 
bill voting money to cover the 
cost of supplies to the five west- 
ern European armies. 

There are many 
blocks on the road. 
some: 

1. The top American military 
man on the negotiations says 
some Europeans still think we 
could land an air force in Europe 
the day any of them is attacked. 

He points out that would take 
previous permission to use their 
airports, great gasoline and 
parts dumps and trained repair 
crews. He says he will oppose 
putting American supply dumps 
on the continent until he thinks 
Europeans are able and willing 
to fight long enough to keep the 
supplies out of enemy hands.

EAR that British and American policy is now directed toward 


the immediate establishment of a strong and autonomous West- 
ern Germany is casting a deep shadow over Western Europe. 


The vote in the French National 
Assembly last June showed that 
apprehension lest the English- 
speaking powers repeat their fatal 
error of the 1920s and rebuild a 
powerful centralized Germany as 
a buffer against Russia is shared 
by all of France’s political parties. 

The French are protesting 
against the centralization of power 
proposed in the draft constitution 
for the new West German state, 
and against the rapidity of the 
economic reconstruction of the 
British and American zones. They 
reject the British-American plan 
to restore the Ruhr industries to 
German control and insist that the 
international authority to be set 
up in the Ruhr be permanent and 
that this authority place security 
above economic recovery. 

The spectre of German rearma- 
ment is arousing as much anxiety 
in the Low Countries, in Scandi- 
navia, and among the democratic 
elements in Poland and Czecho- 
slovakia, as in France. 

A Message From Europe. 

I received this message from 
Europe three days ago: 

“The actual German has not 
changed in any way. He is your 
enemy and you cannot trust him. 
Gen. von Paulus and his men have 
played up to the Russians because 
they are convinced that in the 
long run the Germans can master 
the Russians. They are not afraid 
to serve them for the time being. 
If you put arms in the hands of 
the Western Germans—rumor al- 
ready mentions an army of 500,000 
men—the von Paulus tactics will 
one day spread to the West and, 


‘should Russia find herself in a 


tough spot, she and Germany will 
join in’ the conquest of Europe, 
and the Western Germans will 
stab you in the back. You will 
not be better off if the Russians 
leave a Communist - dominated 
German army behind them, The 
results will be the same.” 

This warning did not come from 
France. It came: from a prom- 
inent Danish journalist in Copen- 
hagen. 

Since Germany robbed them in 
1864 of their southern provinces, 
the Danes have tried persistently 
to obtain for South Schleswig the 
democratic right of self-determina- 
tion. In 1946 the British occupa- 
tion authorities suggested that the 
Danish Government fix the Schles- 
wig frontier as it might see fit 
and either expel the unwanted 
Germans by force or hold a Dan- 
ish-controlled plebiscite. The offer 
was rejected by Denmark on the 
ground that the only lasting solu- 
tion for the South Schleswig 
problem must be true se¢elf-de- 
termination, | 

Last month a group of four 
Danish political leaders headed by 
Gustav Rasmussen attended a 
conference in London called to 
discuss the problem “informally.” 
Great Britain still has to consult 
the United States and France. 
But Danish officials are convinced 


that the final decision will not 
represent a recognition of Den- 
mark’s just claims, but rather a 
bribe to the new allies the Eng- 
lish-speaking powers are trying to 
secure in western Germany, 

A Disruptive Effect. 

At the very moment that the 
United States is seeking to pro- 
mote confidence and unity in 
Western Europe the sharply 
mounting anxiety aroused by 
British-American policy toward 
Germany is having a gravely dis- 
ruptive effect on the unity of the 
western European countries. 

Neither the French nor the 
other peoples of Western Eu- 
rope are ignorant of the fact 
that the essential basis for a 
realistic and long-range Ger- 
man policy was found at Teh- 
ran. As Robert Sherwood has 
shown in his incomparable con- 
tribution to modern . history, 
Roosevelt and Hopkins,” Stalin, 
Churchill and Roosevelt there 
agreed upon the fundamental 
principle that Germany should 
become a federation of auton- 
omous states. Subsequent mis- 
understandings and differences 
voided that agreement. Yet the 
three major powers were then 
in accord upon the only policy 
that spells security for Ger- 
many’s neighbors. No other 

licy can offer Europe the 

ope of future peace. 

At this late date any solution 
of that kind would, of course, 
imply the willingness of both 
Moscow and Washington to re- 
verse their present course. Yet 
if there is ever to be a chance 
for the policy agreed on at Teh- 
ran to. be revived, the opportun- 
ity afforded by the aftermath of 
President Truman’s re-election 
would seem to be the most pro- 
pitious. 
Notwithstanding the Vishinsky 
tirades, the diatribes of Red Army 
leaders, and the virulence of Soviet 
propaganda, this momentary de- 
tente offers American statesman- 
ship a chance to cut through the 
accumulating antagonisms of the 
postwar years and get back to the 
fundamentals of Tehran. 

The German cancer is infecting 
every part of Europe. Such fea- 
tures of American policy as the 
European Recovery Program and 
the Western European Alliance— 
unavoidable as the bad faith and 
stupidity of Russia’s leaders may 
have made them—can only be pal- 
liatives. They will not cure the 
malady, 

There will be no cure for 
Europe unless there is a Ger- 
man settlement that means the 
certainty of German disarma- 
ment, And this only political 
decen tion and terna- 
tional control can provide. 

It will be solely the pan-Ger- 
mans and the German miiltarists 
who will profit from the present 
contest between Russia and the 
English-speaking powers for Ger- 
man support.

Remedies for 
Industry Flaws 


‘Know-How’ Are 
Only One Recovery 
Step.

LONDON, Nov. 20 (AP). 
RITAIN’S most tmportant im- 
port from America in 1949 
won't cost her a dollar. It will 
be the secret of United States 
high-geared production. 

To get it, probably a thousand 
Britons, from the overalled me- 
chanic in the shop to the morning 
coated executive in the front of- 
fice, will journey to the United 
States in small working parties. 


They will meet their opposite 
numbers in American plants and 
seek to absorb through personal 
experience and observation knowl- 
edge and ideas that can be adapt- 
ed to the techniques of manufac- 
turing on this side of the Atlantic.? 


Arrangements are being made 
by the Anglo-American Council on 
Productivity, formed at the re- 
quest of Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Sir Stafford Cripps. 

First, the counciY made a series 
of quick inspections of plants 
giving a cross-section of British 
industry—best to worst. It con- 
cluded Britain’s best is equal to 
America’s best, but that on the 
other end of the scale stands are 
very poor, so that, overall, British 
production compares unfavorably. 

Other Steps Proposed. 

Sending British envoys _ to 
America. to learn its “secret” is 
just one of several steps recom- 
mended. Almost as much stress 
is laid on the need for Britons to 
exchange information among 
themselves. Somelow-production 
plants need only to Iook next door 
to learn how to improve. 

It was agreed the two principal 
causes of low production here are 
run-down plants, due largely to 
the war and to post-war shortages, 
and the psychological attitude of 
both labor and management. 

Not only is the actual manufac- 
turing plant in bad shape but 
there is such a power shortage as 
to cause doubt whether complete- 
ly retooled plants could be sup- 
plied. 

The council discovered twice as 
much power is available per em- 
Pploye in the United States as in 
Britain. So, even if the British 
put forth twice as much muscular 
effort as Americans they cannot 
get as much done, 

On the psychological side, the 
council decided both labor and 
Management are at fault. : 


Psychological Faults. 


Management here has gone too 
strong for cartels and monopolies. 
These have built up price fixing 
and production control arrange- 
ments. The Americans stress— 
but have not yet won British ac- 
ceptance of—their view that “vig- 
orous competition exerts an’ im- 
portant and beneficial effect upon 
national productivity.” 

Labor’s restrictive practices 
largely are born of a fear of un- 
employment.

Rigid supervision by an inter 
national authority, endowed with 
punitive powers and rights of 
ownership, management and oper- 
ation of the world’s atom re 
sources and production, was pre- 
scribed. The U. N. General As- 
sembly at Paris approved the re- 
port. The Soviet Union and sgatel- 
lites voted against it. 

Russia has insisted from the 
outset on outlawing the atomic 
bomb’ at the instant a treaty es- 
tablishing world control was sign- 
ed. The majority report directed 
procedure by stages, with bombs 
abolished after control machinery 
proved effective. Soviet concep- 
tions of supervision remained so 
vague, it seemed evident Russia 
want no atom control of any 
kind now.

SEOUL, Nov. 20 (AP)—Ameri- 
can troops are preparing to quit 
Korea, Prime Minister Lee Bum 
Suk declared today. He warned 
that would be a signal for Korean 
Communists of the north to launch 
an armed invasion of South 
Korea.

HE process by which the 

T past creates legends for the 

present to crack has built a 
reputation for Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne which is only now being 
rectified. For almost 75 years 

(he died, aged 60, in 1864) he 

was commonly considered a 

creature of illusion, a capricious 

recluse, a familiar of the mys- 
terious and sinister; at one time 
prosaically substantial, at an- 

other an uncanny phantom; a 

devotee peering into ‘‘minds and 

hearts like chiHly caverns, hung 
with glittering icicles of fancy.’’ 

Up to a few years ago he was 

being drawn (by Van Wyck 

Brooks in “The Flowering of 

New England,’ 1937) as half 

Prospero, half drudge—the dark 

domicile of two alternately 

dominant personalities. 
Hawthorne was shy and 
elusive at times (at Bowdoin 

College he was called Oberon), 


but he was gregarious enough to 
incur college fines for card 
playing and “for walking un- 
necessarily on the Sabbath” with 
companions. And he made friends 
who lastingly adored hith. One 
of these was the magnificent 
Melville, who inscribed “Moby 
Dick” to him, and, referring to 
his “great deep intellect,” de- 
clared him to have the “largest 
brain with the largest heart’’ 
produced by American literature 
up to that time (1851).

of the most. readable 
ieces of magazine literature 
I have encountered lately is 
an article by John Chamberlain 
in the current issue of Fortune. 
It is an argument based on mea- 
ger and distorted particulars and 
its conclusion, while logical 
enough, hardly seams to justify 
—from his viewpoint—the time, 
energy and space he has given it. 
What makes it fascinating is its 
deceptive but literate air of au- 
thority. Mr. Chamberlain can 
be disingenuous but his literary 
manners are good. 

The article .ndertakes to show 
that “‘American novelists’ are 
engaged in an open conspiracy to 
discredit the American business 
man and that in so doing they 
are the dupes or the willing 
hands o. Karl Marx. At no point 
in. the text does he ever say that 
‘‘all American novelists” are in- 
volved but that is certainly an 
allowable inference. Moreover, 
his title reads as follows: ‘‘The 
Business Man in Fiction: The 
American novelist continues to 
rc ard him as a villainous crea- 
ture.”’ It* must be assumed that 
Mr. Chamberlain wouldn’t allow 
a headline writer to misrepresent 
him. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Chamberlain 


knew the need of money. His 
first sketches and stories earned 
meager pay. In his early years, 
he said later, he was ‘‘the ob- 
scurest man of letters in Ameri- 
ca." He worked six months in, 
the Brook Farm experiment, 
thinking to secure thereby a 
home for his wife-to-be. But 
he found writing impossible. The 
labor there, as he said, ‘“‘bruti- 
fied’ him. For two years he 
was measurer of salt and coal at 
the Boston Custom House—an 
office taken from him summarily 
by political trickery. He en- 
dured four years of routinized 
tedium as American Consul at 
Liverpool, all the while profiting 
from what Francis Bacon called 
“the discipline of humanity,” or 
as he himself had remarked in 
1849, “‘great diversity and se- 
verity of emotion.’’ Fame and 
security came slowly, but come 
they did; and before he died, 
Hawthorne the human being has

Mr. Chamberlain, as it happens, 
remembers Balzac just in time. 
Balzac, he says, had a great in- 
fluence on Karl Marx and, with 
a momentary shift of his line of 
reasoning, he suggests that the 
modern novelists would do well 
to emulate Balzac instead of 
Marx. I suggest that their in- 
tentions are much closei to Bal- 
zac than to any revolutionary 
dogma and that their responses 
to the life they know follows 
time-honored pattern of the 
imaginative artist and that their 
relationsiip to society is the 
same as that of Cervantes, Dos- 
toievsky, Zola, Ibsen or Frank 
Norris. 

If, as Mr. Chamberlain claims, 
they are the victims of cliches 
and are lacking in “frenzy and 
exhilaration,” that’s too bad. 
But it’s beside the pcint. If they 
were stronger and more original 
they would still be enemies of 
society, in Mr. Chamberlain’s 
book, and ten times more dan- 
gerous.

This small two bedroom home 
is designed for cement or cinder 
block construction, but it would 
look equally well built of brick 
veneer or wood siding.

Hunting Quail at 
Possum Trot Farm 


By Leonard Hall 


HE fact that we went duck shooting last week ’ doesn’t 
mean we neglected to open the quail season. Old Mike 
' had been going around for several days with his forehead 
wrinkled up and a worried look on his face ‘such as only an 
Irish setter can get. I think 
he felt pretty certain I'd for- 
gotten opening day was just 
around the corner. But he 
needn’t have worried about 
that, 

Our friends Gay and Dot 
Donnelley, with whom I'd 
hunted ducks at Hennepin, 
had promised to come down 
for a short hunt and we 
were only awaiting their ar- 
rival. Their station wagon 
finally rolled in one evening, 
loaded with dogs and duffle 
bags, and we made ready for 
an early start next morning. 
Mike eyed the guns and 
hunting coats, greeted Dot’s 
English setter Dawn polite- 
ly, growled at old Jason, the 
golden retriever, and curled 

up in front of the fire. 
Breakfast before a hunt is a gala occasion and we had 
many matters to discuss over a second and third cup of coffee 
*-good talk of hunting trips past and fishing jaunts to come. 
The frost had disappeared when we finally got our pockets 
filled with shells and headed down the road, with the dogs going 
merrily ahead of us. Poor little Chipper was left at home 
with Mama; for while she loves to hunt better than anything 


in life, she has an unshakable belief that it is her duty to. 


flush the coveys which Mike points. Aside from this she’s a 
fine companion in the field, for she retrieves well and generally 
works so close to the gun that any single birds she finds are 
in easy range. Mama and I both promise ourselves that one 
day we'll train her to honor Mike’s points—but this is one of 
those extra chores for which we somehow never quite find time. 


* * * 


On this particular day, which was clear and almost 
warm, we started our hunt away at the east side of the 
farm. The dogs ranged well across the wide pasture 
field and finally, in a sumac thicket, found our first 
covey. But the birds were moving, probably heading out 
to feed, and one of the setters became a little over- 
anxious and the birds went up almost out of range. 
“Went up” is a good way of putting it, for they headed 
into the hickory and post oak sprouts on old Buford 
and flew fast and far.

@ FROM THE LUCK WE HAD WORKING out singles in 
that thicket, I’m certain the Buford Mountain covey will go 
into the winter almost intact. Finally we left them and made 
a. wide swing to northward, but came back almost to our start- 
ing point before the dogs made game again. This time it was 
a smaller covey; perhaps a second hatching which hadn’t yet 
joined with a larger covey. They headed off through what 
Perry always calls “a little scope of woods,” but here the 
shooting was not too bad and we managed to score. 

Thus it went throughout the morning, with the dogs rang- 
ing well pnd holding steadily and their masters adding less 
weight to their coats,in the way of birds than they used up 
In the way of shells. There were, in other words, plenty of 
misses; but now and then one or another of us would score 
cleanly on a difficult shot, modestly accept the plaudits of his 
companions, and determine to repeat on the next opportunity. 
We found our coveys where they were supposed to be on the 
round which I'd planned. {

@ FINALLY ON THE EDGE OF THE WILDLIFE area, 
away back at the north end of the farm, we got into a discus- 
sion of the use of multiflora rose fencing as wildlife cover and 
of other plants which provide food and shelter for the birds 
and small fur-bearers. I showed my guests how this smal! 
area had started with a diversion dike built to protect one of 
our springs, which led to the fencing out of perhaps two acres. 

The multiflora hedge came next, followed by plantings of 
serecia and bi-color lespedezas for shelter and food. A liberal 
dose of fertilizer within the small area had caused extremely 
heavy growth of the native grasses until the spot was a natural 
from the standpoint of both feed and shelter.

@ iT WAS JUST AT THIS TIME THAT MIKE and Dawn 
came sweeping past us, making their circle to work the cover 
up-wind. But they didn’t go quite wide enough and suddenly 
a big covey exploded from almost under our feet, to go séling 
across the fence and half-way up the mountain. That was our 
fifth of the morning and we discussed for a moment whether 
or not to follow it. But the noon hour had come and we knew 
Mama would be waiting with lunch ready—and while there 
was more cover to be hunted in the afternoon, I figured we 
might be able to circle back here along about sundown. So we 
turned toward home, agreeing.that it had been a fine morning. 
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The big discussion whiclf goes on year after year 
among quail hunters centers on the question: “What 
are the factors which control bird populations in a 
given area?” We have little difficulty agreeing, at least 
in @ general way, as to what these factors consist of. 
The trouble starts when we try to determine how much , 
weight should be given to each as we work for a state- 
wide increase in quail numbers. Some hunters inveigh 
against predators—biaming the fox, hawk or house cat 
for a general scarcity of game. Others believe that — 
artificial stocking of covers will solve the problem, 
although the evidence against this from almost every 
angle is overwhelming. Cost alone, except for privately 
owned areas under expert management where cost is 
no factor, make stocking impractical. _. 
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@ FORTUNATELY, MOST HUNTERS go along with the 
wildlife scientists that the sound way to increase our quail 
population is to increase the amount of cover and food avail- 
able to the birds—to provid@a favorable envirénment in which 
they can live and multiply, When these conditions exist, the 
quail thrive and increase. Predator contro’, except to regulate . 
hunting seasons and bag limits, is almost never necessary; nor 
is artificial stocking unless such conditions as severe ‘winter 
_ Our experience at Possum Trot goes along with that of the ~ 
majority. We've done what we can to improve the environ- 
ment—and have held the hfrvest to a reasonable level. Under 
these conditions we've ‘seen our population increase from two 
coveys our first year to five the second year. This season

The 
thoughts and words in every 
speech he ever made came 
straight from his own head. 
Blessed with logical mind, amaz- 
ing vocabulary, and phenomenal 
memory; he is a born speaker; 
more important, an extemporane- 
ous speaker. 

Of all the thousands of talks 
and addresses he delivered while 
stationed in Europe, I know of 
only two the General prepared in 
advance: one for the Guildhall 
ceremony in london; the other, 
for his appearance before a joint 
session of Congress.

Few men have 

. British Cab- 
inet Ministers ... staff officers 
+ « « paratroopers about to take 
off for Normandy .. . crowds 
gathered at civic receptions... 
wounded men in hospitals. Yet, 
time and time again, his talks 
were so well formed no one could 
believe they were off-the-cuff, I 
once asked him how he did it. 

“It’s simple,” he said. “Know 
you have something to say, some- 
thing you want to say. Then, 
there’s no need to search around 
for words—they’ll come.” 

Is he conceited? 

Not even his worst enemy could 
‘stick that label on General Eisen- 
hower. Overbearing, arrogant, 
vain, egotistic, opinionated—none 
of these: synonyms of “conceit” 
could possibly be associated with 
his name, 

Could an overbearing general be 
known to his troops as “General 
Ike” and “Ike”? Could an arro- 
gant general give up the pleasure 
of “lording” it over the Nazis at 
the Rheims and Berlin surren- 
ders? Could a vain and egotistic 
genera] baw! out an aide for giv- 
ing the press personal items of 
priceless publicity value? Could 
an opinionated general ever run 
a headquarters such as SHAEF? 


x * * 


N the other hand, General Ike 
() is self-confident. 

It takes immeasurable self- 
confidence to run an Allied army, 
to make decisions almost beyond 
the limit of human responsibility, 
to argue endlessly with a Church- 
ill, to take major steps in the face 
of advisers’ opposition. In fact, 
he had to. be supremely self- 
confident to refMain more than 
one day as Supreme Allied Com- 
mander. 

Yet his Number One charm is 
his unaffected, unsophisticated 
normality. “I’m just a farmer 
boy from Kansas,” he remarks 
frequently. And he believes it. 

In this way he can present a 
completely composed appearance 
and manner before royalty, 
presidents, generals, a 
congressmen, soldiers and work- 
ers alike. He never pretends to 
be anything other than himself 
—which permits the luxury of 
never being nervous, ashamed, 

or uneasy. 

Some sort of false front, con- 
scious or unconscious; is the main 
reason for embarrassment. And 
I can say, truthfully, I never saw 
General Ike embarrassed. 

How did he get different na- 
tionalities to work together? © 

General Eisenhower wasn’t, of 
course, wholly responsible for Al- 
lied unity. This was a people’s 
War, nations and nationalities 
drew together as never before to 
battle the common enemy. 

But his command of Supreme 
Headquarters (and its resultant 
effect on armies in the field) sure- 
ly is a military achievement un- 
paralleled in history. It still re- 
mains for some historian to em- 
phasize the seemingly insurmount- 
able difficulties. For instance:

concentration upon one goal: win- 
ning of the war. All else was sec- 
ondary, even unimportant. 
Roosevelt, Churchill, Stalin, De 
Gaulle—all knew General Eisen- 
hower would tell them the truth, 
without diplomatic or national- 
istic shadijngs. The same went 
for each member of the SHAEF 
staff, regardless of uniform or 
rank. 


Secondly, the General pounded 
home this “our team” win-the-war 
theme at every opportunity. He 
repeated it, endlessly, at staff 
meetings, in formal speeches, in 
talks with men in the field, in 
directives, in press conferences, 
even in informal conversation, It 
was his religion, contagious as 
fever. He also warned and threat- 
ened against nationalistic -argu- 
ments—and cracked down ruth- 
lessly on those who engaged in 
petty quarrels. 
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S A result the personne! of 

SHAEF were as neutral, effi- 

cient, and non-flag-waving as 
any headquarters in recorded time. 
They even defended SHAEF ac- 
tions against their own govern- 
ments. They became allies. 

‘How did he react to criticism? 

The General never sulked against 
criticisms. 

Partially, I guess, he took it all 
as part of his job. Also, he took 
the view he was doing the best 
job possible and would continue to 
do so until relieved or commanded 
to do otherwise. His self-confi- 
dence—and the continual pressure 
of fighting the war—allowed him 


to avoid such pitfalls as anger, | 


arrogance, and alibis. 

Did he ever worry about losing 
the war? 

Never, as far as I know.: He 
may have experienced personal de- 
pression over temporary defeats 
and disasters — Kasserine, the 
Bulge, air losses, casualty figures, 
and the like—but they remained 
purely personal. 

With his position and his per- 
sonality, he was the perfect pic- 
ture of confident optimism. He 
never uttered a defeatist word; 
he prohibited defeatism among his 
staff. Even his friends never 
heard a truly pessimistic word 
from General Ike. 

Of all the generals, admirals, 
field marshals, and air marshals 
I met during the war, only Gen- 
eral Patton exuded more consist- 
ent, confident optimism than 
General Eisenhower. 

Was he a bug on discipline? 

First, last and foremost, Gen- 
eral Eisenhower is a soldier. He 
also is a West Pointer. 

These facts—plus his almost 
fanatic devotion to the single duty 
of victory—led him into many ac- 
tions during World War II which 
some regarded as harsh. 

It is important, however, to un- 
derstand his brand of discipline. 
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He was coldly incisive if a subor- 
dinate failed to live up to his job. 
But, as long ag that subordinate 
performed his duty, he received 
carte blanche from the General, 
who was generous in the way of 
promotion and decoration, who 
backed both clerk and field com- 
mander in crises, and who was 
cordial in personal relationships. 

Also, the Eisenhower discipline 
was that of an American, not the 
stiff, uncompromising, upper-class 
formality of the European military 
man. 

Gen. Ike gave full, equal] atten- 
tion and courtesy to privates, sec- 
ond lieutenants, generals, and 
chiefs of staff. He was a good 
listener, a sincere listener, a re- 
spectful listener. And, after hours, 
he relaxed completely. The at- 
mosphere in his quarters was that 
of a business executive, not a five- 
star General. 


When he approached a group of 
troops for one of his breakranks 
chats, the soldiers invariably 
yelled “Ike!” or “Ike’s here!” Sol- 
diers don’t give an over-strict 
disciplinarian that sort of wel- 
come. 

Did his own staff like him? 

His immediate staff, official 
family, frankly worshipped “The 
Boss.” Most of our admiration 
stemmed from his natural thought- 
fulness, 

When Mickey, his orderly, was 
ill, Gen. Eisenhower ordered food 
sent down from his mess; he 
stopped by the hospital every 
other day. He did the same for 
Sue Sarafin, when she had a bad 
auto accident in Algiers; for Gen. 
“Beetle” Smith, his chief of staff, 
when Smith was in a hospital in 
England, in fact, for all of us, at 
one time or another. 

The point: No secretary or 
aide had to remind him of these 
little courtesies. They sprang 
from his innate kindness, on im- 
pulse, even while directing a 


huge war. 
EF thoughtfulness could be quoted 
hour after hour, I’ve already 
mentioned many of them in this 
story, as far as my personal ex- 
periences are concerned. Anyone 
else in the official family could do 
likewise, for he treated us im- 
partially, like a real family. 

This same feeling permeated the 
entire headquarters staff. He was 
liked and respected for himself, 
not merely as the Commanding 
General. Loyalty and friendship 
come to him without effort. 

Despite all the bitter incidents 
and arguments bound to occur 
during a long war, I really doubt 
if any man who served on the 
General’s staff harbors any Aac- 
tive dislike for him today. 

What did he do for relaxation? 

As I’ve outlined more fully in 
previous chapters, Gen. Ike’s pleas- 
ures are simple. 

His chief, consuming hobby is

He dreams 
of fishing with all the intensity 
some men reserve for hunting, 
stamp-collecting; women, photog- 
raphy, or gardening. 

He can cook, but, being neither 
gourmet nor gourmand, he can 
take His food or leave it. 

This simplicity of pleasures 
marked his entire personal life 
during the war. Unlike some 
High Brass who wallowed in 
luxury and king-like grandeur, 
General Eisenhower preferred to 
have his headquarters in the 
field. Abhorring social pomp, 
he felt more kinship with an 
easy chair than a ballroom floor 
or a formal dinner table. 

Neither his personal appearance 

nor that of his entourage had 
any of the showmanship and 
glamour so dear to personalities 
such as Patton, Montgomery, and 
MacArthur. 

All in all, his personal tastes— 
except, perhaps, that for history— 
are those of an average man. 

What do you think is the one 
secret of his success? 

No single characteristic lifts a 
man from the crowd, 

Yet General Eisenhower does 
have one outstanding distinction: 
his unconquerable honesty. It is, 
I believe, the one trait which 
makes everyone respect him, re- 
gardless of the circumstances or 
one’s own opinion. 

It is, further, the one trait‘ which 
permitted him to talk with iden- 
tical candor to heads of many 
countries, to rise above the quick- 
sands of nationalism, to weather 
the storms of criticism, and to 
retain the loyalty of his staff. 

Honesty seems to be an in- 
creasingly rare characteristic of 
the world’s leaders. Possibly 
that is the reason for the uni- 
versal respect for General Eisen- 
hower. I find it unique that a 
man of his prominence has never 
Once, as far as I know, been 
accused of dishonesty or a lack 
of integrity. 
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HERE are dozens of other 
keys to his success. To name 
a few: 

At SHAEF he had that rare 
gift of selecting a brilliant staff 
and then, unlike numerous leaders 
who mistrust others’ ability, dele- 
gating complete authority. Any 
executive knows this quality is a 
cornerstone of success; among the 
military, it is so unusual as to 
amount to something near genius. 

General Eisenhower is a na- 
tural leader... . He has the knack 
of putting the other person at 
ease. ... He is a wonderful 
listener. ’, . . His personality is un- 
affectéd. . .. He inspires both 
loyalty and respect. ... He is 
enough of a disciplinarian to com- 
mand efficiency. ... His mind is 
almost frightening in its lucid 
logic, ... He is a marvelous ex- 
temporaneous speaker. ... He is 


self-confident without being con-. 


ceited, modest without being 
timid, natural without being awk- 
ward. He is thoughtful and warm 
in his individual contacts. 

His military, executive, and 
diplomatic abilities require no ex- 
planation. 

And he has that million-dollar 
grin. : 

Is he perfect? Doesn’t he have 
any faults? 

The answer is obvious. Natur- 
ally, being a man instead of a 
machine, General Eisenhower 
would be the first to roar at any 
idea he is near-holy. 

He has a temper which should 
be accompanied by red hair and 
an Irish or Italian . His 
anger is offset, however, by its 
extremely perishable quality. No 
matter how violent or lengthy the 
General Ike never 
holds a grudge; the incident is 
forgotten once it is over. @ | 

Any other debit entries {n the 
Eisenhower ledger depend upon 
the accountant, What one person 


dislikes, another admires; what 
one envies, another loathes. 

Some officers, for instance, 
hated his strong ideas on disci- 
pline; others found them in the 
best military tradition, Some 
thought him too charitable with 
Patton; others believed him too 
harsh. Many believéd him too 
stubborn. 

So it goes. Whether certain of 
the General’s characteristics are 
perfect or imperfect depends en- 
tirely upon the point of view and 
the individual preferences of the 
viewer. 

The wide-eyed, gushing type of 
verbal portrait painted of General 
Eisenhower does him no service. 
I think it insulting and ridiculous 
to paint any man or woman as 
perfect. 
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HY didn’t he accept a nom- 


W ination for President in the 

the summer of 1948? 

Let me say, quickly, at the out- 
set, I have no inside information 
on this touchy subject, I have not 
seen the General since long be- 
fore the conventions, I know ab- 
solutely nothing of his own ideas 
on the topic, and I know very 
little of American politics. 

But I can say this: in his 
casual conversations during 
World War II, General Eisen- 
hower made it quite clear he 
regarded himsélf as a soldier, 
with no _ political ambitions 
whatsoever—not even political 
inclinations or interest. He was 
painfully definite dn his opinion 
of politics in general, 

* The acrobatics to draw him 
into the campaign were, to me, 
ridiculous and foolhardy from 
the start. I can only assume 
the politicians believed no man, 
not even one of the General’s 
integrity and announced views, 
could resist the lure of the 
Presidency. 

Nonetheless, his disinclination 
to accept either the Republican or 
the Democratic offers came as no 
surprise to me or anyone else 
who heard the statements he 
made during the war. For us, the 
fact that he said he had no politi- 
cal ambitions or desires ended 
the whole debate. 

Still, as a soon to be American 
citizen, I cannot squash the con- 
viction General Eisenhower has 
more stature and popularity for 
the position of President than any 
other figure on the scene. I fur- 
ther believe, personally, America 
needs him as President in the 
world of today. 

However, I’m not even a voter 
yet . . . which immediately pre- 
cludes any additional discussion 
on this question. 

eS 

S he liberal or conservative? 
Here again, people believe I am 
evading or downright lying 
when I say, flatly, “I don’t know.” 
During the war period when I 
drove the General and worked in 
his office, I never once heard him 

discuss such questions as racial 
discrimination, capital vs. labor, 
international politics, or any of 
the other usual signposts to polit- 
ical conviction. He was too busy 
directing the war — with more 
problems and responsibilities than 
any one man should shoulder—to 
put a conversational] toe into such 
dangerous waters. 

For most persons, it is sufficient 
that he is honest and possessed of 
unquestioned integrity. 

How did all his fame and pop- 
ularity affect him? 

When I first met Gen. Fisen- 
hower in London, to drive him 
just one foggy block, he was un- 
known except to the War Depart- 
ment. To the public, he was a 
faceless, anonymous general. 

Three and a half years later, he 
left Europe after achieving «a 
classic military victory. He had 
carved a niche for himself in his- 
tory. He had become the world’s 
most famous and honored general. 

‘When he left Frankfurt the 
awesome events of those three 
years had aged him. 

But, otherwise, the Gen. Eisen- 
hower of 1945 was exactly the 
same man I had met in 1942 — 
unchanged. 

Could there be a greater trib-

‘Their Act Was 


Slow in Getting 


Started but Before Curtain Fell on 
Best Play of 1948, They Were 
Wowing ‘Em at the Whistle Stops

HE Three Trumans, better 

known as the Trouping Tru- 

mans, were born of despera- 
tion. .The act was slow in getting 
started. Harry Truman, to De 
sure, was known as an amateur 
pianist, and’ daughter Margaret 
was a promising young singer 
with several concerts to her 
credit. Mother Truman was an 
unknown quantity as a thespian. 

The Truman trio, which before 
too many weeks was to wow the 
big time at the Chicago Stadium, 
Madison Square Garden, the 
Brooklyn Academy of Music and 
St. Louis’s Kiel auditorium, broke 
in cold at Omaha last June and, 
in the brutal language of tne 
trade organ Variety, laid an egg. 
Very few people applauded the 
Trumans on that awful night for 
the simple reason that very few 
people showed up in that vast 
empty coliseum where thunders of 
silence reigned. 

Had they not been stout-hearted 
troupers, the Three Trumans 
might have folded their carnival 
tent right then and there, and 
gone back home and admitted the 
pollsters. were infallible and that 
nobody named Truman had a 
chance to make good. 

But the Truman tribe is a stub- 
born tribe. The Trumans, with 
limited repertoire and only a spe- 
cial train to call their own, kept 
on plugging. They plugged from 
coast to coast, they criss-crossed 
the continent twice, they did their 
song and dance (figuratively) 
‘through 36 states, and they played 
more whistle stops than had ever 
been done before by any presiden- 
tial family. 

The Trumans’ whistle stop act 
differed somewhat from their big 
city shows. [In the latter, Mrs. 
Truman -and Miss - Margaret 
walked on the stage before the

Father Truman 
had come through those myste- 
rious drapes and had spoken to 
But the nation, as 
represented by the clusters of 
men, women and children gath- 
ered along the railroad tracks, 
was withholding judgment until 
it could see the distaff side of 
the White House.

Truman, finished with the is- 
sues, would lower his voice, lean 
over the armored parapet of the 
coach, the Ferdinand Magellan, 
and confide as one Missouri 
neighbor to another:

UT still the audience waited. 

Once again the blue velvet 

hangings parted arid out came 
Mary Margaret Truman, who com- 
bines her mother’s femininity with 
her father’s keen profile. 


Now the audience really went 
wild with enthusiasm. If only 
Elmo Roper and Dr. George Gal- 
lup had had their pollsters pres- 
ent at these whistle stops they 
might have saved themselves con- 
siderable- embarrassment. With 
every stop it became more appar- 
ent that, whereas one Harry Tru- 
man might have trouble getting 
back into the White House, the 
three Trumans were gathering 
momentum like mad. 


As the campaign wore on from 
June to November, the Trumans 
smoothed out the edges of their 
act. Harry Truman never had 
been noticeably shy (his women 
folk had), but some comment had 
been registered about his stilted 
gestures and his awkward pauses. 
These minor deficiencies disap- 
peared as the Trumans scored suc- 
cess after success at one-night 
stands, one-afternoon stands, and 
one-morning stands.

T was a tough school of dra- 
matic expression the Trumans 
went through. Father Truman 
was learning the hard way himself 


and he did not spare his pupils. He 


told his audiences that he was 
hen-pecked, .that his wife bossed 
him, and that his daughter bossed 
both her parents, He made up for 
his joshing by reiterating that 
his wife and daughter were his 
“sreatest assets’ without which 
he would be lost indeed. 

Once, in his daughter’s absence, 
when she was out in St. Louis to 
attend the Veiled Prophets Ball, 
he referred to her as “my beauti- 
ful blonde daughter.” At other 
times she was, tenderly, “My 
baby.” 

The “boss” business ended in 
absolute triumph for Mrs. Tru- 
man. It began early in June when 
Truman introduced his wife to a 
Pocatello audience thusly: 

“This is the boss.” 

“They certainly won't believe 
that,” Mrs. Truman demurred. 

From then on President Tru- 
man introduced variations on the 
main theme, such as “She runs 
me and the White House.” 

Patient soul that she is, Bess 
Wallace Truman stood for this, 
mile “after mile, month after 
month, until a day of reckoning 
came at Lima, O., when, after he 
had introduced Mrs. Truman in 
his usual breezy fashion, the Pres- 
ident of the United States got 
some back-talk and had to ex- 
plain: 

“She says I better quit intro- 
ducing her as boss, but—” and 
Harry Truman looked around for 
consolation—“how many men in 
the audience don’t have bosses at 
home?” 

That may have been begging the 
question; anyway as correspond- 
ents noted, Harry Truman never 
again referred to his wife as boss.

Harry Truman revels in spinning 
words into a yarn and stretching 
a yarn into the stratosphere of 
truth.

After prunes are cooked to their 
full, plump size, they can be used 
to make all kinds of delicious des- 
serts, Hearty prune pie is a fill- 
ing winter dessert, and prune 
whip and ice cream are always 
welcome. Today’s recipe for prune 
icebox dessert makes a company 
dish of the lowly prune. 

And there are few salads better 
liked than prunes stuffed with 
cream or’ cottage cheese and nuts 
served on lettuce. To please chil- 
dren with a between-meals snack 
more nutritious than candy and 
as favorably received, stuff cooked 
prunes with walnuts or pecans. 


Prune Ice Box rt. 


One-half pound dried prunes, two 
tablespoons sugar, two egg yolks, 
15-ounce can sweetened condensed 
milk, one-half cup lemon juice, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, 18 
graham crackers, one cup heavy 
cream, whipped. 

‘ Wash prunes quickly with cold 
water, barely cover with warm 
water, cover and let stand over 
pilot light two or three hours, or 
over a very low heat about 20 
minutes or until prunes are soft 
and pit easily. Add the sugar the 
last half of cooking time. Cool 
prunes, drain off juice and save 
for breakfast beverage. Remove 
pits and chop prunes coarsely. 
Whip egg yolks, and beat in the 
condensed milk, lemon juice and 
salt. Fold in the prunes. Line an 
eight-inch square pan with waxed 
paper and spread a half-inch layer 
of fruit mixture over the bottom. 
Arrange six graham crackers over 
this. Repeat until all crackers 
and fruit mixture are used, fin- 
ishing with a fruit layer. Cover 
and place in refrigerator over- 
night. Cut in squares and serve 
with whipped cream. Five to six 
servings. 

Prune Nut Salad. 

Fifteen large moist prunes, one 
and two-thirds cups creamed cot- 
tage cheese, lettuce, one-third cup 
chopped walnuts, French dressing. 


Wash prunes thoroughly, add 
water to cover, and cook over 
pilot light for two or three hours,

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Most Immediate Problem 
Is How to Get Funds— 
Revision of Tax System 


Urged. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 20 (AP)— 
Cities and states—like the Fed- 
eral Government—are taking a 
post-election look at their prob- 


lems. 

Many of them involve money, 
and lots of it. Costs of minding 
the citizens’ business are high. A 
big backlog of needed construc- 
tion has been piling up for years. 

Federal agencies estimated re- 
cently that 100 billion dollars 
could be spent for needed public 
works by national, state and local 
governments. These projects in- 
clude highways, sewer and water 
systems, schools, hospitals and 
other institutions, conservation 
and development programs, 

Such projects are being com- 
pleted now at the rate of about 
four billions a year. Cities and 
states, as well as Uncle Sam, will 
have to put up billions for con- 
struction still on the future books. 

“The most immediate question 
is where are we going to get the 
money to do the job we have to 
do?” 

‘that’s the way Carl Chatters, 
executive director of the American 
Municipal Association, phrased it. 
He spoke about cities. But Frank 
Bane, executive director of the 
Council of State Governments, re- 
ported it also was a moot ques- 
tion in state capitals. Then, in 
separate interviews, they outlined 
the main problems of the men who 
Tun the governments outside of 
Washington. 

Program 20 Years Behind. 

Cities are as much as 20 years 
behind in construction. Plans 
were pushed aside first by the 
depression and then by the war. 
Should they build the sewage 
plants, schools and modern high 
speed urban highways they nee‘ 
—or delay them until prices drop? 

If they choose to build now, 
they will have to have cash. The 
primary source of their revenue 
is the old property tax. That is 
relatively static. 

“The larger cities must have 
some independent sources of rev- 
enue which can be collected and 
edministered at the local level.” 
Chatters said. “In addition, they 
ought to have a more adequate 
share of state-collected taxes.” 

Half of the people in the United 
States live in cities. A lot of them 
need homes. That brings up an- 
other question. What is the re- 
sponsibility, if any, of the city? 
Should the city sit back and wait 
for the state and federal govern- 
ments to do something? Or should 
the city take the lead—as a small 
minority of them have? 

The states are smack in the 
middle of the tax tug of war. The 
Federal Government takes taxes 
out of the states, and the cities 
want a bigger share of state tax 
moneys. Congress and the 48 legis- 
latures will have a chance to make 
some changes in that system. 

Proposed Solution. 

The proposed solution is this: 
The Federal Government should 
get out of certain tax fields and 
leave them to the states. In re- 
turn, the Federal Government 
should reduce grants-in-aid to the 
states. Then the states should 
make a similar readjustment with 
the cities. 

Governors and representatives 
of both Houses of Congress have 
been studying steps to develop a 
co-ordinated federal-state fiscal 
program for more than a year. 
They got together last August and 
recommended: 

“That grants-in-aid from the 
Federal Government to the states 
for continuing activities be re- 
duced by not less than 20 per cent 
for the fiscal year 1950 and that 
the Federal Government with- 
draw from or reduce rates in con- 
nection with certain tax fields 
that can best be used by state and 
local governments.” 

These grants-in-aid, the con- 
ferees noted, had increased in four 
years from about $950,000,000 an- 
nually to $1,950,000,000. 

They also proposed that spokes- 
men for the state and federal 
governments meet again soon 
after the LEighty-first Congress 
convenes in January to see what 
can _ done to push the pro- 

als. 

“A large number of new, pro- 
ductive local taxes—the payroll 
tax, admissions tax, hotel tax, 
sales tax, cigarette tax and 
liquor tax—have developed and 
expanded in use in the last five 
years,” Chatters said. 

Need to Co-ordinate Levies, 

“As these new local taxes be- 
come more widespread, the need 
for co-ordination of federal, state 
and local levies increases. 

“The Federal Government should 
consider abandonment of the ad- 
missions tax, utility excise 
tax on local phone calls and ex- 
cise taxes whose yields are low 
compared to collection costs and 
which can be administered well at 
the local level. Such a move, with 
only the local governments and 
states taxing these sources, would 
simplify the tax structure, reduce 
federal expenditures and’ permit 
localities which need money to ob- 
tain more of it through local tax 
sources,”

These color photos and those on page five show scenes 
of devastation as they are today in war-shattered Warsaw, 
once one of the largest and most beautiful cities of Europe. 
The pictures were made by Dr. Robert Elman, professor of 
clinical surgery at Washington University School of Medicine, 
who recently spent six weeks in Poland as a member of an 
international group ‘of 12 physicians and surgeons sponsored 
by the United Nations and the Unitarian Service Committee. 

Warsaw, of course, was almost completely destroyed. 
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walls remain, except for one room on ground floor which has been restored 
sufficiently for use as a restaurant. Much of the debris has been removed. 


Part of destruction was caused by bombardment, but most was 
cold-blooded demolition. In retaliation for an uprising by War- 
saw Poles in August and September, 1944, Hitler ordered the 
cityy razed. Buyilding on building was dynamited, burned; 
only those needed for the Germans were allowed to stand. 

Dr. Elman learned that plans for complete reconstruction 
of the city have been outlined, and “rébuilding goes on at a 
terrific rate.” But he was told that even with the most vigorous 
work, it might take 40 years. Materials are extremely scarce, 
as is equipment; ruins are salvaged for all they will yield.

UNTING moose in the wilds of 
Canada is exciting sport—-and 
hard work. Stalking the giant 

deer through tangled underbrush 
and burnt-over forest, up and down 
rocky knolls, over muskeg flats and 
across lakes and streams calls for 
persistence, patience, considerable 
stamina. Maps, compasses and 
binoculars are as important as guns 
and warm clothing when hunting in 
the moose country; landmarks are 
few and a man has only to turn 
around to become lost. With the 
woods abounding in signs of moose, 
a hunter may toil for days without 
getting in gunshot of the quarry, 
only to find one browsing outside 
his:tent some morning. 

Three St. Louisans — Jay B. 
Smith, Victor Scholz and Alvin Bush- 
man—accompanied by a PICTURES 
photographer went moose hunting 
near Rice Lake in Ontario, 400 miles 
north of Lake of the Woods. After 
finding the journey to the remote 
region a formidable undertaking in 
itself, they hunted for three days 
without success and were about to 
give up when they bagged an old 
bull moose with magnificent antlers 
in a clearing close to their camp. 
Before they left, they also got a

The trio drove 1200 miles from 
St. Louis to Kenora, Ontario, flew a 
hundred miles to .Haggard Lake, 
and went by canoe and foot an- 
other 20 miles to Rice Lake. Each 
paid $75 for a non-resident hunting 
license, which entitled him to one 
bull moose, one bear, one deer and 
assorted small game. They agreed 
that the thrill of the hunt lay not so 
much in the game killed as in the 
sights and sounds experienced in 
the solitude and rugged beauty of 
the north woods.

Its research 
bureau reports there are about 500 local 
option victories a year. 

W. C. T. U. enrollment recently went 
over the 400,000 mark in the United States 
and its possessions, and there are unions in 
50 foreign countries. Thousands of men 
hold honor memberships, and more 
thousands of children and young Pe ier a 
long to the W. C. T. U.-sponsored Loy 
Temperance Legion and the Youth Tem . 
ance Council. The organization's pub 
ing house, Signal Press, turns out millions 
of pieces of literature every year. National 
headquarters is at Evanston, Illinois.

REAST of capon under glass with Virginia ham and 
supreme sauce is one of the delicacies served at the 
Dorset, a hotel off Fifth avenue in New York's Fifties. 
Chef Jean Deltieure carves the breast from a three-and- 
one-half-pound and browns it in butter. Chicken 
broth is added the breast is allowed to cook slowly for 
20 minutes, during which time a supreme sauce is made. 
For the sauce, butter is melted in a saucepan and flour 
stirred in. Chicken broth is added slowly while the mixture 
is stirred to prevent lumping. Sauce is stirred and cooked 
over low heat until thick. Madeira wine, salt and cream are 
added next and sauce is heated thoroughly. Beaten egg 
yolk is added when sauce is ready to serve. 

While sauce heats, a thin slice of Virginia ham is fried 
in butter with mushroom caps. Cooked breast is added to 
them. To e dish for serving, ham slice is placed on 
toast round, breast of capon is placed on ham and topped 
with mushroom caps. Supreme sauce is spooned over all, 
glass bell is set in place and the dish is put in the oven 
for a few minutes. 

INGREDIENTS: Breast of capon, butter, four to six 
tablespoons chicken broth. For sauce: Two tablespoons 
butter, three tablespoons flour, one cup chicken broth, one-_ 

uird cup cream, dash of Madeira, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
one egg yolk, Toast round, one thin ham slice and two 
mushroom caps. These amounts serve one person.
